A EiVBR OP Loas.— The Flint fiv- 


er, Michigan, presents a grand appear- 
anco at present. Tho Globe Bays that, 
from Flint, up the river for,twohty 
miles, every square foot of tarfaoej is 
packed with pine logs so thickly thit a 
man may eross from bank to bank flry 
ohod. Itis estimated that there >re 
50,000,000 feet of such logs in Jho 
river. The"stagc of tho water io splen- 
did. 
Logs run with the utmost! facili- 


ty, and yet not one rides overthe banks 
into tho adjacent fields or Woods. -Thfcre 
is just water enongh — not a gallon \o» 
much. The smaller tributary streams 
are still too low to float tho logs tlat 
line their margins, The work of 
run- 


ning, assorting and booming is going 
actively on, an army of men employ 
The mills are now running with one 
two exceptions, and at least 500 men 
and boys, mostly men, aro engaged Jin 
and around the' different mills, cutting 
up these logs and taking care of the 
timber. No bee hive presents t^mop 
Animated appearance than most of those 
mills, The daily bread of 2,500 people 
is earned in them from Monday moim- 
ing till Saturday night.
